POLICE WANT PEOPLE TO 

HAND OVER ANY WEAPONS 

OFFICERS LAUNCH FIRST GUN AMNESTY IN MOERE THAN 10 YEARS 


Police are encouraging people 
to hand in any firearms they 
may have in an attempt to 
further reduce gun crime in 
Northamptonshire. 

The gun amnesty, which 
launches on September 15 
and will run until September 
28, is the first such event since 
2003, when 523 weapons were 
handed in. 

People will be able to call 
101 and request an appoint¬ 
ment to hand over a weapon. 

Inspector Sarah Johnson 
said: “This is all about our 
work to make Northampton¬ 
shire the safest place in the 
country. 

“The amnesty is not in re¬ 
sponse to any incidents of 
crime in Northamptonshire, 
it’s an opportunity for people 
to surrender guns and ammu¬ 
nition to the police for which 
they do not possess a valid cer¬ 
tificate and therefore reduce 
the number ofweapons which 



might be available for circula¬ 
tion or which might become 
used in criminality. 

“People may also wish to 
surrender lawfully-held guns 
or even air weapons and we 
will be glad to arrange their 
collection and disposal.” 

Police say the event is de¬ 
signed to give people the 
chance to surrender unlaw¬ 
fully held guns, ammunition, 
replica guns or air weapons. 

People will also be able to 
surrender lawfully held guns, 
ammunition or air weapons 
which are no longer wanted. 

The amnesty follows 
similar operations by Not¬ 
tinghamshire Police and 
Leicestershire Police.

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Victim wants to thank 
bus crash Samaritan 


A charity worker who suf¬ 
fered serious injuries when 
the bus she was on was in a 
collision with a car is trying 
to trace the good Samaritan 
who helped her after the in¬ 
cident. 

Susan Buck was travelling on 
the Number 16 Parklands bus 
on Friday, August 15, when, 
within minutes of it leaving 
North Gate bus station, it was 
involved in a collision with a 
car. 

The force of the impact 
threw her out of her chair 
so hard she fractured a leg 
and badly chipped a bone in 
a knee, leaving her needing 
surgery. 

But while she drifted in and 
out of consciousness, a friend¬ 
ly fellow passenger helped 
comfort her. 

All 63-year-old grandmoth- 
er-of-eight Mrs Buck remem¬ 
bers of the woman is that she 
was “manager of a care home 
in Kingsthorpe”. 

Mrs Buck said: “I was cata¬ 
pulted to the floor and I was 
out cold for a while. 

“I just remember that a la¬ 
dy came to help me. 

“I would like to find out 
who she was. She sat with 
me and helped me with my 
breathing. She stayed with 
me until paramedics arrived. 

“I just want to meet her so 
I can thank her.” 

Mrs Buck, who works at 
the Mind charity shop in King¬ 
sthorpe, might not be able to 
work for the next six months 
and said she was still suffer¬ 
ing flashbacks of the incident. 

“I remember hearing this 
huge bang,” she said. “I genu¬ 
inely thought a bomb had gone 
off. 

“I remember the kind 
woman grabbing me a brown 
paper bag [to breathe in] be¬ 
cause I was having a panic 
attack. To be honest I was wor¬ 
ried I wasn’t going to make it.” 

Mrs Buck’s story comes a 
week after business leaders 
and bus station users called 
for more to be done to make 
the road network safer around 
the North Gate area. 

She believed the tight 
roads there were too congest- 
ed and, as a result, likely to 
lead to more collisions. 

She agreed with claims a 
5mph limit would help make 
the area safer for both bus pas¬ 
sengers and pedestrians. 

“That road is so busy, an 
accident was always going to 
happen around the bus sta¬ 
tion,” she said. “I just wish it 
hadn’t happened to me. I re¬ 
ally think something needs to 
be done around there.”

And to the borough and 
county councils she said: 
“They’ve got to realise that 
road system is a nightmare. 

“This is people’s lives we 
are talking about.” 

Mrs Buck was treated on 
the number 16 bus for an hour- 
and-a-half on August 15 and 
said she felt glad to be alive. 

But she says her injuries 
and the following surgery to 
have a metal plate put in her 
leg will have a major impact 
on her life. 

Mrs Buck, who is in almost 
constant pain and needs regu¬ 
lar injections to stop her blood 


clotting, would usually go to 
the gym three times a week 
and spend two days work¬ 
ing at the Mind charity shop, 
where she would meet a lot of 
her friends. 

But with the injured left 
leg set to be in a plaster cast 
for the next eight weeks and 
her husband having to take 
time off work to give her her 
regular injections, her life has 
been turned upside down, she 
said. 

“The stuffing has been 
knocked out of me,” she said. 

“I’ve got to suffer now for 
the next six months. Every¬ 


thing has been put on hold 
until then.” 

Now she feels it is time the 
installation of seatbelts was 
made mandatory on buses, as 
her injuries could have been 
reduced had she not been ‘cat¬ 
apulted’ after the impact, she 
said. 

“Where I was sitting I bore 
the full brunt of the impact.” 
she said. 

“I just don’t understand 
why, if you are on a coach or 
in a car, you have to wear a 
seatbelt but you can stand up 
on a bus. It just doesn’t make 
sense.” 


Barriers soon to be taken down 


■ Following the calls for 
increased safety measures 
around the North Gate bus 
station, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council has confirmed 
the temporary safety barri¬ 
ers along Sheep Street could 
soon be a thing of the past. 

■ A council spokesman said: 
“The County Council is in¬ 
stalling permanent barriers 
outside North Gate Bus Sta¬ 
tion and advised us there has 
been a problem with a sup¬ 
plier, but these will be deliv¬ 
ered and installed by the end 
of this month.” 


■ Renewed calls for perma¬ 
nent hard-standing barri¬ 
ers to be installed came last 
week, after a series of colli¬ 
sions near the bus station 
prompted fears for pedestri¬ 
an safety. The county council 
had originally said the tem¬ 
porary barriers would be re¬ 
moved by the end of March. 

■ Following calls to install 
toilets at Victoria Street for 
National Express passen¬ 
gers, the borough council 
this week promised “im¬ 
proved facilities will be in 
place by the end of October.”

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Abseil team's delight 
over Lift Tower ruling 



Abseiling events are to double 
in number at the National Lift 
Tower after the owners were 
granted permanent permis¬ 
sion to run charity events at 
the site, despite reservations 
from neighbours in St James. 
The 127-metre tall building 
can now host up to 24 abseil¬ 
ing days a year, with anything 
up to 60 participants allowed 
to make the brave descent on 
each of those occasions. 

Despite neighbours’ fears 
that the number of spectators 
going to each event would cre¬ 
ate parking problems for St 
James residents, Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council’s plan¬ 
ning officers said a ‘robust’ 
marshalling system was cur¬ 
rently in place there, directing 
visitors to designated event 
parking. 

Kurt Perryman, of The 
National Abseil Team, which 
runs the events at the lift tow- 
er, off Weedon Road, said: 
“When we started abseiling 
there, there was a lot of work 


that needed doing. 

“Everything is controlled 
to the best of our ability and 
we don’t have as many people 
around there on event days as 
we used to.” 

‘We are over the moon 
about it getting the 
permission’ 

Mr Perryman said organis¬ 
ers had recently made use of 
Facebook to keep spectators 
updated on the abseiling times 
and any delays, in a bid to avoid 
high numbers of people park¬ 
ing at the base of the tower 
throughout the whole day. 

“We are over the moon 
about it getting the permis¬ 
sion,” he added following 
Tuesday night’s planning 
committee. “It’s a great thing 
for the community because we 
employ 14 or 15 people on each 
abseiling day. 

“It brings in money for lo¬ 
cal pubs, hotels and cafes, but 
more importantly it’s raising 
thousands for charities.”

Club nets new changing rooms 


A football club in Northamp¬ 
ton will no longer have to get 
changed in storage contain¬ 
ers or use the neighbouring 
Tesco toilets, after it won 
planning permission for a new 
changing facility. 

Volunteer-run Welland Val¬ 
ley Football Club - which has 
18 teams and more than 200 
players - can now build a 
£200,000 facility with show¬ 
ers and a small kitchen. 

The Football Foundation is 
to fund 75 per cent of the build, 


but the West Hunsbury club, 
based at Ladybridge Park, is 
now looking into ways of rais¬ 
ing the remaining £50,000. 

Speaking after the plan¬ 
ning committee meeting, 
club chairman Mic k Watts 
said: “We have over 200 play¬ 
ers and no changing facilities 
or, most important, no toilet 
facilities so this will make a 
huge difference. 

“We had a visiting team 
from Peterborough recently. 
The parents complimented 
me on the condition of the 
pitch but when they asked 


where the toilet was I told 
them to walk to Tesco. It was 
highly embarrassing.” 

■ Welland Valley FC is

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NGH pledge on wait 
for cancer patients 


More than one in five cancer 
patients at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital are not treated 
as expected within 62 days of 
being diagnosed. 

The latest NHS figures showed 
that, as of May, only 79 per cent 
of those who were told they 
had cancer by a doctor had 
started chemotherapy or ra¬ 
diotherapy. 

Kay Atkinson, Macmil¬ 
lan development manager 
for Northamptonshire, said: 
“Macmillan will continue to 
work with our NHS partners 
across Northamptonshire to 
ensure people affected by can¬ 
cer have access to the best pos¬ 
sible care and support.” 

She added: “Unfortunately 
the problem extends far wider 


than Northampton. 

“Around 10,000 peo¬ 
ple across England have al¬ 
ready had to wait longer than 
the recommended 62 days 
to start their treatment this 
year. 

“The Government has 
been very clear about its am¬ 
bition to ensure cancer is diag- 
nosed earlier and to improve 
the chances of surviving the 
disease across the country. 
However, these figures show 
that we’ve still got a long way 
to go.” 

Mrs Atkinson said the UK 
had some of the poorest sur¬ 
vival rates for cancer in Eu¬ 
rope and called on all political 
parties to “prioritise the dis¬ 
ease ahead of the next General 
Election”. 


A spokesman for NGH said 
the actual number of patients 
missing the target was very 
small and that sometimes pa¬ 
tients themselves had chosen 
to defer treatment. 

Some were also referred to 
NGH late from elsewhere, the 
hospital said. 

The spokesman said: “Our 
target is to treat 85 per cent 
of cancer patients within 62 
days of referral, but our recent 
performance has fallen short 
of this. 

“Some factors are entirely 
within our control and we are 
working very hard to improve 
our processes, which the pro¬ 
posed partnership with Uni¬ 
versity Hospital of Leicester’s 
oncology department will 
help to support.”

The University of Northampton and dignitaries from across Northampton celebrated a topping out ceremony of 
the new Innovation Centre, in Green Street, Northampton, on Wednesday. 


A ceremony has been held 
to mark the completion of 
the structural frame of the 
new £8.5 million University 
of Northampton Innovation 
Centre. 

The new building, opposite 
the Northampton Railway

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Extra windows 'okay’ 
for councillor’s house 



The south facing wall of Councillor Nilesh Parekh’s home was built with five 
windows-even though planning conditions did not allow for any. 


A Conservative councillor has 
come under fire for flaunting 
planning rules after an exten¬ 
sion to his home contravened 
a set of agreed conditions. 

In 2011, Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Councillor Nilesh 
Parekh applied for a two-sto- 
rey front, rear and side ex¬ 
tension to his home at Great 
Billing Park. 

He was granted permission 
on the condition that no win¬ 
dows were inserted into the 
side walls, in order to protect 
the privacy of neighbouring 
properties and land. 

But to the dismay of the 
land owner to the south side 
of the property, the extension 
was completed with nine win¬ 
dows, five overlooking his now 
overgrown land. 

At Tuesday night’s borough 
council planning committee 
Councillor Parekh was nar¬ 
rowly granted retrospective 
permission for the windows 
on the grounds that they were 
replaced with frosted glass. 

But fellow councillors had 


some harsh words for Coun¬ 
cillor Parekh. 

Councillor Dennis Me¬ 
redith (Lib Dem, Talavera) 
said: “How many times have 
we been to this committee 
when people have done things 
without consulting the plan¬ 
ning department? The coun¬ 
cillor should know better.” 

In an objection to the ret¬ 
rospective planning applica¬ 
tion, the neighbour said he 
felt he could no longer use the 


land for ‘family activities and 
camping’ because the win¬ 
dows overlooked the land. 

But at the meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Parekh’s wife, Shilpa 
Parekh, defended the family’s 
decision to insert windows. 

“I’ve been in this house for 
14 years,” she said. “And I have 
never seen that land used for 
such activities.” 

She added the windows 
were added under the advice 
of building regulators.

Family inspiration for new role 


The new fund-raising man¬ 
ager for Macmillan Cancer 
Support in Northamptonshire 
says she was inspired to take 
up her new role as a result of 
the amazing care she received 
from Macmillan when her 
husband was dying of cancer. 

Claire Coupland, started 
working for Macmillan in 
June and is leading prepara¬ 
tions for the World’s Biggest 
Coffee morning later this 
month, with more than 700 
individuals and organisa¬ 
tions expected to take part in 
the county. 

Claire said she had person¬ 
al experience of the support 
offered by Macmillan nurses 
and wanted to “give something 
back” to the charity.

During the course of her 
husband’s illness, both Claire 


and Phil were supported by 
Macmillan nurses. 

She said: “The Macmil¬ 
lan nurses were amazing and 
made sure I was fed as well as 
my husband. 

“They helped me with a lot 
of other things such as filling 
in the forms so I could get dis¬ 
ability allowance and advice 
on reduced parking charges 
as I was visiting the hospital 
every day.” 

Following her husband’s 
death Claire arranged a ceilidh 
dance event that raised £5,000 
for Macmillan. 

Her daughter Elbe raised 
£400 after she had 11 inches of 
her hair cut off last year. 

Claire said: “I feel like giv¬ 
ing something back to Mac¬ 
millan. I’m really lucky to do a 
j ob I enj oy and meet lots of dif¬ 
ferent people. We are sure the 
people of Northamptonshire 
will make this year as great a 
success as last year, raising 
money to ensure nobody fac¬ 
es cancer alone.”
